Yesterday Dav ies directed the

I nusua l Pro cedure 
Ordinarily, 
this 
is the 
proce­ 
dure: 
1. The attorney general, acting 
in the public interest as the judge 
sees it, lays down reasons why 
a 
tem p orary 
injunction 
or 
re- 
strainining order should be issued. 
The judge ran, 
if he 
chooses, 
grant the injunction or order with­ 
out £ hearing. Both are sim ilar, 
but sometimes both the restrain­ 
ing order and the tem p orary in­ 
junction 
are 
used 
as 
sep arate 
steps. 
2. Then—usually within 10 days 
—he issues an order to the one 
‘ against whom the tem porary in­ 
junction has been granted to show 
cause why a permanent injunction 
souldn’t be issued against him. 
3. This show-cause order is de- 
liv ered by a U. S. m arshal. 
4. Then the person giv en the 
show-cause order can ap p ear be­ 
fore the judge to present his side 
of the case, fully and in open 
court, to argue against both the 
tem p orary and perm anent injunc­ 
tions. 
5. The judge, hearing both sides, 
then decides whether to issue a 
permanent injunction. 
Dav ies can issue a tem p orary 
injunction, ordering Faubus not to 
use the troops to k eep the Negroes 
out of school.

However, Mansfield, the assist- j 
ant Democratic leader, indicated, 
he thinks the commission ought 
to approach this field cautiously.
